HEALTHY SNACKING 

Most of us are striving for an 
improved diet and feel like we have 
to omit snacking. But we don't 

Some of the best snack foods are 
fruits or eveh carrots, celery or other 
raw vegetables are preat. These 
foods provide fiber, vitamins and 
minerals

reminded how good raw rutabaga 
was, especially if it is fresh out of the 
home garden. Not too long ago | ate 
these raw vegetables with a low 
calorie dip Another name for 
rutabaga is yellow turnip. 

Getting back to healthy snacks, 
we'll want to include fruit juices 
They are filled with vitamine C, 
which we need daily. 


FROZEN VEGETABLES 

Ovencooking vegetables makes 
them mushy and dull-tasting. One 
good method of cooking vegetables 
is steaming. 

To steam frozen vegetables, rinse 
them under hot tap water to separate 
and start thawing them. Place 
vegetables in a steaming basket, fill 
the pot with water to no more than 
half an inch under vegetables and 
bring toa boil. Place the basket over 
the boiling water and cover tightly 
Lift the lid only when more water is 
needed, 

The steaming time for frozen 
vegetables is about one'‘and a half 
times longer than the package 
directs for boiling. Steam vegetables 
until they're tender-crisp. 


CUTTING FABRIC 

Beware of the permanent crease 
that runs the length of the fold on 
some fabrics. You will know it is 
permanent if it is still there after the 
fabric is pre-shrunk. Avoid putting it 
down the front or back of a garment 
unless you plan to have some nice 
trim to cover it.

Elba Water & Electric Board Told Repair On 
City Water Wells To Cost $60,000 


The Elba Water and Electric 
Board held a meeting on Tuesday, 
March 12, at City Hall and heard a 
representative of an engineering 
firm report the city’s three wells 
needed repairs at an estimated cost 
of $60-70.000 

The representative, from a 
Florida based firm, stated the No. 1 
well on 84 West at the Beaver Dam 
Creek bridge needed to be treated 
for iron incrustation. The level of 
iron was said to be within state 
standards, but the incrustation had 
lowered drastically the effeciency of 
the well. The well, built in 1952, is 
reportedly pumping 250 gallons of 
water a minute, far below the 500 
gallon maximum it pumped when 
fi. t installed. The repairs were 
estimated to cost $25,000

Gamble also ordered Dossey to 
pay $1,000 into Alabama’s new 
victim's compensation fund 

rhe procesution had claimed that 
Dossey, a resident of the Bullock 
Community, just past the Coffee 
County line in Crenshaw County, 
murdered his wife to collect more 
than $300,000 in insurance benefits 
in which he was named as_ the 


primary beneficiary. In addition to 
the $200,000 to be paid as a result of 
the double-indemnity policy, Dossey 
also had a $70,000 policy on his wife 
with a $30,000 accidental death 
rider 

Assistant Crenshaw County 
District Attorney Johnny Nichols 
announced last week that Dossey is 
also a suspect in the drowning death 
of his 9-year old daughter. The 
young girl was found in a neighbor's 
swimming pool on February 3, 1982, 
and her body was exhumed in 
January, 1984, as part of an 
investigation into her death.

Work Release Centers Serve Dual Purpose 


Eleven work release centers in 
the state of Alabama including the 
center-in Elba are serving the dual 
purpose of rehabilitating inmates 
and relieving the economic burden of 
taxpayers for housing inmates in our 
state prison system 

Many citizens not familiar with 
the work release program are 
concerned about possible danger to 
their community by having these 
inmates working there, but to be 
even considered for a work release 
environment an inmate must be 
within 42 months of his prison 
release date; he must have no major 
disciplinaries at his institution within 
the last three months, and inmates 
convicted of drug trafficking, sex 
offenses, or assaulting a police office 
ffenses, or assaulting a_ police 
officer are not eligible for work 
release 

What this means for the citizens 
if Alabama is that an inmate placed 
in work release will be shortly 
eaving prison no matter where he is 
incarcerated and that same inmate 
has to demonstrate his ability to 
follow rules and regulations by a 
disciplinary free prison record 

Statistics prove that allowing 
nmates to serve time at work release 
centers is a means of reducing your 


chances of becoming a victim of 
crime. Nationwide research shows 
that inmates released from 
correctional facilities have a 67 
percent recidivism rate which means 
that after their release, they return 
to prison for committing new crimes. 
In Alabama, inmates released from 
work release centers have only a 15 
percent recidivism rate. 

Recent criticism that work 
release inmates are responsible for 
the majority of the crime being 
committed in Alabama is simply not 
based in fact. Last year 2,191 
inmates went through the work 
release program, Out of that 
number, only 12 inmates committed 
felonies--a rate of only .005, or one 
half of one percent. It is evident that 
work release is a successful method 
for reintegrating offenders back into 
the community

$37,277 in restitution and civil claims 
in the first three months of this fiscal 
year; and inmates on work release 
paid the department $1,476,000 in 
fiscal year 1984. 

When viewed objectively, the 
advantages of the release program 
are obvious. You are less likely to be 
a victim of crime, and it is less costly 
to you the taxpayer to have inmates 
housed at work release than a 
correctional facility.

x TE Expands Local Calling Services 


Since February 10, 1985 General 
Telephone customers in Elba, New 
Brockton and Enterprise have been 
able to call one another without 
incurring long distaneé charges 
according to Bill Entz the company’s 
Alabama general manager. 

‘Known as Extended Area 
Service the Alabama Public Service 
Commission, in late January, 
authorized us to begin providing the 
service in February,’’ said Entz. 

Extended Area Service is 
frequently established between 
neighboring towns and cities when 
residential and business 
communities are drawn together due 
to growth. As this occurs volume 
traditionally increases to the point 
where local rates can support the 
cost of providing the service 

Because local service rates are 
based in part on the size of the local 
calling scope, the Alabama Public 
Service Commission has authorized 
the Elba exchange be moved into a 
rate group with other exchanges of 
comparable local calling scope 

‘The new rates for Elba 
customers, which are effective 
February 10, 1985, have increased 70 
cents to $1.08 for residential 
customers and $2.75 to $5.50 for 
business customers,’’ said Entz

Brockton and Enterprise customers

During turkey season only one gobbler a day may be killed, killing no 
more than six the entire season. Legal arms and ammunition for hunting 
turkey are shotguns, ten-gauge or smaller, using standard no. 2 shot or 
smaller and long bows. Hance or pistols using centerfire, mushrooming 
ammunition with open metallic sights (no scopes) may be used to hunt 
turkey. The use of decoys is prohibited,

FMHA Directory Richey Gives 


Current Farm Credit Report 


Farmers .Home Administration 
(FmHA) of Alabama is ‘‘reaching 
out’’ to help as many farmers with 
financial problems as possible, 
accoring to Dale N. richey, State 
Director. A concerted effort is being 
made statewide to deal with farm 
credit needs without delay. 

According to Richey, Alabama 
FmHA is in the process of hiring 21 
additional employees to help cope 
with the current crisis. The new 
employees will be placed in the 
counties with the greatest need as 
follows: DeKalb, Madison, 
Cherokee, Geneva, Lawrence, 
Morgan, Jackson, Elmore, 
Limestone, Cullman, Houston, Mar- 
shall, Lauderdale, Coffee, Franklin, 
Marengo, Montgomery, Blount/St. 
Clair, Calhoun, Baldwin and Cren- 
shaw. 

Richey has just completed 
signing joint agreements with the 
State Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation Service, Extension 
Service, and Soil Conservation 
Service whereby they will help to 
provide FmHA with assistance in 
completing loan making for this 
year. It is estimated that FmHA has 
already completed 80% of the year’s 
farm loan activity being far ahead of 
any period during the past 20 years. 

funds will be available to meet 
every farmer's need that qualify 
according to Richey, He has been 
informed by the Farmers Home 
National Office and the Secretary of 
Agriculture that funds for Insured 
and Guaranteed Loan requests will 
be made available. The new debt 
adjustment revision will allow 
lenders to substitute a reduced level 
of interest rate change in lieu of a 
write Off; to permit lenders to re- 
schedule and reamortize guaranteed 
Debt Adjustment Program loans; 
and to permit the lender to change a 
fixed or variable interest rate. In 
addition the 110% cash flow re 
quirement in the Debt Adjustment 
Program is being changed to 100% 
making it possible to help more farm 
families in trouble 

The Debt-Set-Aside Program 
authorized by President Reagan in 
his Farm Credit Initiative Program 
has opened an avenue of assistance 
to many debt-stricken farm families 
aceording to State FmHA Director 
Richey. A total of 2,017 presently 
indebted FmHA borrowers of the 
5,991 notified by letter responded. 
Over 400 have already been helped 
with debt-set-aside. rescheduling, 
reamortization and limited resource

He stated ‘‘that the record of this 
Administration speaks for itself.

37; 1984 - 50, with a hold on 
foreclosures during 1985. The facts 
just do not support any allegations or 
comments concerning ‘‘massive 
foreclosures in Alabama’’.

YOUNG FOLKS 

As I began writing, I thought of a 
question that has been asked time 
and again: ‘‘What’s happening to 
young people?” 

The answer is: ‘‘A lot more good 
things than some people think!”’ 

To let each reader know that 
some good things are happening to 
young folks, I'll tell you of a 
happening that took place Saturday 
at 8 a.m. at the Mulberry District 
Educational building in Elba, for the 
Mulberry District Laymen’s 
Convention. 

A boys breakfast was given for 
the young men, boys and whomever 
wished to attend. During breakfast a 
young man from the Rocky Head 
M.B. Church came forward and 
lectured to those present. This was 
Mr. Arthur D. Gifford, one of Elba’s 
own. 

He based his lecture on “‘Sound 
Doctrine,’ taken from the con- 
vention’s theme. The audience 
listened carefully. They were told - 
“the devil would twist the word 
‘doctrine’ to fit anything and anyway 
he wanted it to. (Doctrine - some- 
thing that is taught as a belief or 
principle of a religion) But cling to 
the right instruction and never let it 
go. Sometime you may be wrong, but 
admit it and get right. 

“You are on a quest, looking for 
something to fill your life, thinking 
that education, church membership, 
the proper environment and good 
works will put you in favor with God. 
These are good, but not good 
enough. These are false hopes if 
you're trusting in them. Don’t trust 
in them for Salvation. Don’t elimin- 
ate these but include them with 
loving the Lord your God with all 
your mind, heart, soul and strength 
and your neighbor as yourself. 

‘Salvation implies that someone 
is in need of a Savior - and there's a 
Savior able to save. Jesus is able to 
keep you from falling and present 
you faultless before the presence of 
glory with exceeding joy.” 

The audience's expectation came 
up to par because they were given 
good, sound instruction and Gifford 
had the Bible to ‘‘back him up.” 

Later on that same day - at 1:30 
the president of the Mulberry Dis- 
trict Convention, Mr, J.L. Williams 
of Elba, spoke on the subject: ‘‘The 
Abundant Life’’, while keeping in 
mind the convention theme.
